Asquith, War-Time Premier, 
Succumbs After Valiant 
Struggle for Life. 


END COMES AT 6:50 A, M. 


Sutton Courtenay, England (Wednes- 
day), Feb. 15(A.P.).—The Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith, Henry H. Asquith, died 
here at 6:50 a. m. today.

(A.P.).—Those gathered around the 
bedside of the Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith tonight were awaiting the go- 
ing out of his life. He did not rally to- 
day, and has recognized none of his 
family since yesterday afternoon. The 
latest reports from the attending physi- 
clans say that he ts slowly but gradu- 
ally sinking. 

The man who was prime minister 
early in the World War lies in a coma- 
tose condition, surprising the members 
of his family and the physicians by the 
resistance of his constitution, whfch 
had always been strong.

“No, I never knew about it until 
November 5.” 

“Did you give Ruddy instructions 
that he should have the operatives 
make false, spurious or fictitious re- 
ports?” 

“No.” 

“Did you know of any false reports 
being made?” 

“IT didn’t know it until the Saturday 
following my appearance before the 
grand jury when Mr. Burkinshaw told 
me that Long had been planted in our 
Philadelphia office.”

The witness said 
that he had never held more than one 
share. He acknowledged knowing Mr. 
Sinclair, and that the agency had done 
work for the oil man on previous Oc- 
casions. 

Ruddy, in his testimony, denied spe- 
cifically having directed or suggested 
to MceMullin making false reports, said 
that he had never had any private talks 
with McMullin as the latter had testi- 
fied, and was emphatic in his declara- 
tion that he had not authorized the 
operative to pad his expense accounts. 

Ruddy testified that it was because 
he discovered McMullin was padding 
his-expense accounts that the operative 
was sent back to Philadelphia on Oc- 
tober 29. 

Ruddy also denied that either W. J. 
Burns or W. Sherman Burns had dl- 
rected, suggested or authorized the 
making of false reports. The witness 
at one time referred to McMullin’s 
testimony as a “tissue of lies.” 

He characterized as untrue every 
specific bit of testimony in which Mc- 
Mullin dealt with false reports or the 
authorization of padded expense ac- 
counts, and also said that Donald T. 
King, newspaper reporter, and J. Roy 
Akers, former conductor, who made af- 
fidavits regarding a talk they had with 
Juror Kidwell, had no connection with 
the Burns agency. | 

On cross-examination Ruddy was 
asked by Maj.

T. W. MILLER GRANTED 
STAY OF SENTENCE 


New York, Feb. 14 (A.P.).—A stay of 
sentence was granted today to Thomas 
Miller, former alien property cus- 
todian, who was convicted of defraud- 
ing the Government Of his honest serv- 
ices in releasing $7,000,000 worth of war 
impounded German property. 


Miller was sentenced to 18 months 
in the Federal penitentiary and to pay 
a fine of $5,000. His conviction and 
the sentence was upheld on February 
6 by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. Miller’s counsel then re- 
quested a stay of sentence, and the 
Circuit Court of Appeals today granted 
his application. 

Miller was tried jointly with Harry 
M. Daugherty, former Attorney General, 
in two trials. At the first trial the 
jury disagreed as to both defendants 
and in the second trial disagreed as to 
Daugherty, but convicted Miller. The 
indictment against Daugherty was then 
quashed. 

In applying for a stay of sentence 
Miller’s counsel explained that he 
wished to appear before a judge of the 
United States Supreme Court within a 
week to present an application for a 
writ of certiorari which, if granted, 
would assure a review of the entire 
proceedings. 
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FRENCH VOTE IMPORT: 
TAX ON PETROLEUM 


New Tariff Draft Given to 
Deputies Hits Many Amer- : 
ican Goods. : 


Paris, Feb. 14 (A.P.).—The chamber 
of deputies today unanimously passetl 
the new law placing an import duty 
of 12 francs a ton on crude petroleum. 

The bili, which originally proposetl 
an import duty of 45 francs and an in- 
ternal duty of 22 francs in addition, was 
amended to 12 francs import duty ‘ama, 
18 francs internal duty, thus making 
the total duty 30 francs instead of om 
francs as first proposed. 

About thirty American commoditits 
exported to France are affected in the 
new tariff bill which was distributed 
to members of the tariff committee in 
the chamber of deputies today. Prod 
ucts hardest hit are canned fruits cone 
taining less than 50 per cent of sugar, 
the tariff on which is increased two ang 
one-half times. The tariff on prunes 
tripled;-on corn, pork and salted meats, 
doubled; lard increased two and once 
half times, and canned meats quad= 
rupled. 

On the other hand the duty on light 
tractors is considerably decreased, an@ 
on jellies diminished 50 per cent.

Testimony Introduced After 
Stephenson Refuses to 
Talk on Stand. 


SILENCE UPSETS PLANS 
LAID BY PROSECUTION 


Defense Tries to Show Robin- 
son, McCray Manager, as a 
Disappointed Office Seeker. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 14 (A.P.).—The 
story of the alleged effort to bribe Gov 
Warren T. McCray in 1923 to name 
James E. McDonald as Marion County 
(Indianapolis) prosecutor, was told the 
jury in the trial of Gov. Ed Jackson 
here today. The indictment on which 
Gov. Jackson was brought into court 
charges him with having had a part in 
the alleged bribery attempt. 

Introduction of testimony followed a 
sensational flareup by D. C. Stephen- 
son, former grand dragon of the Ku 
Klux Klan, brought from prison where 
he is serving a life sentence for murder 
to be the State’s first witness. He sud- 
denly took a notion not to testify until 


he talked with attorneys. He will be 
given another chance tomorrow. 

Clarence E, Benadum, an attorney for 
Stephenson, announced tonight that 
Stephenson would testify freely for the 
State tomorow. Benadum said Ste- 
phenson made his decision to testify 
after a lengthy conference with his at- 
torneys. 


Robinson is Cross-Examined, 


Facts relating to the alleged attempt 

by Jackson, George V. Coffin, Marion 
County Republican chairman, and 
others to bring about McDonald’s ap- 
pointment by using $10,000 as the bait 
and a promise of immunity from con- 
viction on embezzelment charges then 
pending against McCray were told by 
Fred Robinson, Indianapolis. Robinson 
was McCray’s political campaign man- 
ager and later became State purchas- 
ing agent. 
Attorney Silas C. Kivett cross-ex- 
amined™Robinson for more than three 
hours in an effort to impeach his testi- 
mony. He sought to show that the wit- 
ness was a disappointed public office 
seeker, who had been turned down by 
Gov.

On redirect examination, Prosecutor 


could be relied upon for truth and 
veracity. Robinson still was on the 
stand when court adjourned until to- 
morrow. 


Stephenson Upsets Plans. 


Stephenson’s sudden refusal to tes- 
tify upset the prosecution's plans, for 
it had depended on him to a great ex- 
tent to tell, as an alleged coconspirator 
with Jackson and others, the details of 
the bribery attempt contained in the 
indictment. The former klan leader 
contended he could not answer any 
question until he had made certain his 
constitutional rights would be pro- 
tected 

Assurances by Judge Charles M. Mc- 
Cabe that he would be protected were 
not enough for Stephenson. He argued 
with the judge until he was accused af 
“trifling with the court.” Three times 
he was called to the stand and as many 
times refused to talk. 

Stephenson was locked in the Marion 
County Jail again tonight. It was the 
second night he has spent outside the 
prison since his incarceration in No- 
vember, 1925, for the murder of an In- 
dianapolis girl. 

The State had won a hard legal 
battle to gain the admission of Ste- 
phenson's testimony, and his refusal 
to talk created great surprise.

“I believe it 
would be disastrous for the United 
States to adopt, even in the slightest 
degree, the group and block system, 
with its numerous parties, which is the 
bane of Europe today. 

‘The House,” he continued, “has a 
system of responsible party government 
and has pretty well solved the problems 
it has had to handle.. Another body, 
for* which I have the highest respect, 
has no such system, and so it has done 
nothing.” 

Speaker Longworth also voiced a plea 


for a political system frap from “dis- 
tinctions of geography, race, or, worst 
of all, of rel:gion.” 

He expressed confidence that impor- 
tant legislation now pending in the 
House, including flood relief, the mer- 
chant marine and the Navy program 
would be substantially. solved. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, who also was 
a speaker, praised Lincoln as a great 
strategist, quoting from his letters to 
Gen. McClellan in whic’ military prin- 
ciples which he had ‘said were later 
accepted as sound, were proposed to 
prove his point. 

“After all, military strategy is but 
the application qf common sc.se,” he 
continued, “and Lincoln’s fund of com- 
mon sense seemed inexhaustible.” 

Reading of a letter from Herbert 
Hoover, avowed presidential candidate, 
brought a round of applause. Other 
letters were read from Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon and Dwight F. Davis, 
Secretary of War. All are members of 
the club.

SAYS CHIEF EXECUTIVE 
IS AGAINST TIME LIMIT 


Feels Importance. of Cruisers 
Paramount if Opposition 
Develops in Congress. 


(Associated Press.) 


President Coolidge was represented 
yesterday by Representative Britten, of 
lilinois, ranking Republican on the 
House naval committee, as hopeful that 
the administration’s $740,000,000 war- 
ship construction program would be 
accepted by Congress without material 
change. 

The Illinois member, who called at 
the White House during the day, said 
that he was in harmony with the 
program as submitted and would sup- 
port it both in the committee and on 
the House floor. 

“The President said that the program 
was not a large one and that he hoped 
li, would be accepted by Congress with- 
out substantial amendment,” Britten 
declared in a statement issued later at 
his Capitol office. 

He added that Mr. Coolidge also had 
said that the country needed the 
Proposed ships to’round out the Navy, 
care for. replacements and to assure 
adequate protection to the Nation's 
peaceful existence. 

Britten Changes Views. 

Britten, who recently advocated that 
a definite completion date be set for 
finishing work on the proposed 25 
cruisers, 5 aircraft carriers, 9 destroyer 
leaders and 32 submarines, declared 
that after talking with Mr. Coolidge 
he had changed his mind. ' 

“For Congress to place a time limit 
on the completion of the program 
might work in serious discord with the 
country’s finances,” Britten continued, 


“and he (Mr. Coolidge) preferred” to 
build up this branch of national 


defense, when and as dictated by the 
financial condition of the Treasury. 

“He was not apparently disturbed by 
the present propaganda promoted by 
the paid representatives of the self- 
styled war prevention societies. This 
was to be expected,” he said. 

The House naval committee yester- 
day questioned a group of representa- 
tives of large shipbuilding companies 
as to the prospective cost of the pro- 
posed construction. Each representa- 
tive emphasized that he was appearing 
at the committee’s request and not to 
endorse the building program. They 
said that the shipbuilding industry was 
in a bad way due to lack of construc- 
tion but that it was up to Congress 
to determine the size of the Navy. The 
committee intends to hear a group of 
witnesses Opposed to the carrying out 
of the program. 

In addition to Britten’s presentation 
of the President’s views, it was learned 
that Mr. Coolidge feels that in the 
event of formidable «pposition to the 
complete construction program atten- 
tion should be directed to the need 
for cruisers. If any part of the pro- 
gram is to be rejected, he holds to 
the view that the paring should fall 
first on other types of war craft. 


Program Is Outlined. 


“Few people realize that the entire 
mew ship building program, including 
two $4,000,000 rigid airships, $6,500,000 
major alterations on the battleships 
Oklahoma and Nevada and also in- 
cluding $30,000,000 a year for pay and 
food for 28,300 additional entisted per- 
sonnel, will only increase the annual 
naval approprition bill already recom- 
mended to Congress by the Budget 
Bureau less than 30 per cent per an- 
hum during the next nine years after 
which it will be less than %400,000,000 
per annum as compared with $362,000,- 
000 for next year, Britten declared. 

“When one realizes that the total 
annual increased cost for men and 
ships occasioned by the Coolidge pro- 
gram for world peace is but equal to 
the amount spent last year for chewing 
gum, I am forced to question not only 
the patriotism of these bombarding 
pacifists, but also their sanity.”

For more than four hours yester- 
day the tide of battle over the-Walsh 
public utilities investigation resolution 
ebbed and flowed in the Senate, with 
its supporters still unwilling to fix a 
definite hour for a final test of 
strength. 

Debate appeared to be rapidly draw- 
ing to an end, however, and leaders 
hoped to reach a vote early in today’s 
session. This will come not on the 
Walsh resolution itself, but on the 
amendment of Senator George (Demo- 
crat), Georgia, to have the inquiry 
conducted by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission instead of by a special com- 
mittee to be elected by the Senate. 

Proponents of the George proposal 
believed it would prevail by a narrow 
margin and if that proved to be the 
the Senate would be expected to 
adopt the amended resolution, although 
in the running fire of debate a num- 
ber of senators have indicated their 
| disapproval of any further investiga- 
tion of the utilities industry.

ff the Navy is to be maintained at all it should 
be maintained efficiently, with the proper 
variety of vessels designed for special service. 

The five-year program proposed by the Navy 
Department is not sacrosanct. It can be 
changed by the committees of Congress to 
harmonize with other governmental require- 
ments and Treasury resources. Nevertheless, 
the main feature of the Navy Department’s 
program should be adopted at this session, 
and sufficient appropriations should be made 
to carry the work vigorously through the next 
fiscal year. 

After all the excited debate here and abroad, 
it becomes more apparent than ever that the 
liaval building program of the United States 
has in view suitable provision for the needs 
of this country, without reference to whether 
the Navy will be larger or smaller than any 
other. The fact is that after all vessels sug- 
gested have been constructed the United States 
Navy will be much less powerful than the 
British navy, and not as strong in some 
respects as the Japanese navy. But as neither 
of those navies is looked upon as a menace to 
America their superiority is not disquieting 
so long as the United States Navy is kept 
efficient. 

Pacifism and jingoism are both out of place 
ip considering the Navy. The country is 
neither cowardly nor warlike. The people 
want a Navy strong enough to protect the 
United States and its possessions and com- 
merce. They will not tolerate any pacifist

A SATURDAY HALF HOLIDAY. 


Representative Hudspeth’s bill, providing 
for a half holiday on Saturday for all persons 


Bmployed by the Federal service, exclusive of 


those in the postal service, has been intro- 
fluced. It provides that four hours, exclusive 
of the lunch period, shall constitute a day’s 
work on Saturdays throughout the year, with 
pay or earnings for the day the same as on 
éther days when full time is worked. It pro- 
Wides further that in cases where the employes 
¢an not be spared on Saturday afternoon, they 
shall be entitled to an equal shortening of time 
of employment on some other day. Present 
leave and existing holidays are not to be cur- 
tailed as a result of the Hudspeth bill.

HELPING TO BUILD SHIPS. 


Foreign shipping subsidies are steadily in- 
creasing. Chile recently voted $250,000 per 
year to its foreign-going merchant marine, 
which consists of two vessels operated from 
Valparaiso to New York in.competition with 
American ships. The Italian government has 
elaborated and strengthened its system of 
subsidies. 

The Jones bill provides for building new 
ships to take the place of Government vessels 
as they wear out, but it fails to make any pro- 
vision whereby private lines will be aided to 
replace their ships as they wear out. It is 
obvious that if Shipping Board lines need re- 
placements, private lines need replacements 
also. 

Construction loans at low rates, as provided 
in the White bill, should not impose any heavy 
burden on the Treasury; for the merchant 
marine act of 1920 provides that a construc- 
tion loan fund shall be created from the pro- 
ceeds of sales of ships and earnings. It is un- 
derstood that there is about $80,000,000 in 
that fund now, but no loans have been made 
to build ships for foreign trade because Con- 
gress in a subsequent amendment limited the 
interest rate to not less than 414 per cent. 
As it costs twice as much to build a modern 
Diesel ship in the United States as abroad, 
the capital charges can not be earned in com- 
petition with cheaper foreign ships. If 
could be made at a lower rate of interest, 
capital charges would be correspondingly re- 
duced, and if long-term mail contracts and 
naval aid is forthcoming, American ships built 
under such loans will be able to compete. In 
that event, more of the Shipping Board’s ships 
will be sold and more money will 
the construction loan fund and 
building of more ships.

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PALACE OF THE NORMAN. 


England forcibly to cash in on the agreement 
alleged to have been made by Edward the Con- 
fessor in his behalf to the succession to the 
throne of England, his first domicile was prob- 
ably that in Cambridge, where, according to 
county histories, he tore down some forty 
houses to make room for his own edifice. This 
was financed, as indeed the conquest itself was 
partly financed, by professional money lend- 
ers. These were given recognition by a part 
of the city set aside for their residence, after 
the ghetto method of cities in the Middle Ages 
In the marshlands of Ely some seventy years 
ago were uncovered the skeletons of warriors, 
presumed to have been followers ofthe re- 
doubtable Hereward the Saxon, the last of the 
resolute Saxon foes of the Norman conqueror. 
who had fallen in the marshes in almost per- 
fect line formation, under the arrows of the 
enemy, there to be covered by the morass. 

Strenuous fighting fell to the lot of the in- 
vader, even after the battle of Hastings; which 
saw the defeat and death of the Saxon Harold, 
From that far day have come down snatches 
of the earliest drinking song in English his- 
tory, doubtless sung by the Saxons on the eve 
of the battle which ,altered English destinies 
for al] time, while within earshot the Normans 
spent the night in soldierly abstemiousness 
and under rigid discipline. 

Later King William built the palace which 
has been brought to light by recent excava- 
tions in Winchester, the Norman capital of 
England. Through renovation of the bishop’s 
palace, built by Sir Christopher Wren, the 
foundations of this structure of a thousand 
years ago have been disclosed to the eye of 
man. Shattered arches and bases and capitals 
of pillars have been unearthed, showing deco- 
rative work of rare beauty. Those who are 
familiar with the Norman arches as a feature 
of a portion of the National Cathedral, and 
those who have familiar acquaintance with 
this type of architecture in English cathedrals, 
will realize something of the thrill for the 
architect in this exposure of possibly the ear- 
liest of Norman structures of pomp and elab- 
oration. 


STANDARDS OF MEDICINE, 


In answer to those who demand that courses 
in medical schools be adjusted so that physi- 
cians can be turned out ‘‘more cheaply,” Dr. 


Hugh Cabot, dean of the University of Michi- 
gan Medical School, has issued a statement to 
the effect that what the country needs is not 
cheaper but better medical men. He admits 
that the ranks of the country doctor are being 
giepleted, but deplores any ‘thoughtless and 
-ill-advised’’ move that would tend to lower the 
standards of modern medicine. Even if the 
old family doctor were to return, he says, ‘“‘the 
very people who demanded him would allow 
him to starve in their midst.” 

Dr. Cabot’s answer is the first news the 
public has had that there is any general move- 
ment afoot designed to flood the country with 
“cheap doctors.” Even though the situation 
in outlying districts has become serious, such 
a movement would be most ill-advised. In the 
final analysis, no doctor at all is far better 
.| than one who does not know his art, for na- 
ture, if left alone, frequently effects its own 
cures, : 

The need for the rustic physician is not as 
great as formerly. Country doctors may be 
fewer than ever before, but country districts, 
since the invention of the automobile, have 
been moved appreciably nearer cities. There 
are not many areas completely out of reach of 
medical assistance today and ag the airplane 
comes into more general use the situation will 
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‘be further’ improved, In the meantime, the 
annual iniprovement in public health has been 


a matter of note for some time. The family 
doctor is vanishing, but the specialist who has 
supplanted him is doing a better job of taking 
care of his patients. — 

Dr. Cabot calls the practice of medicine a 
“legally constituted monopoly, with very spe- 
cial privileges and very special, responsibili- 
ties. The public has created this monopoly for 
a definite purpose. It must protect the people 
to whom it gives these monopolistic privileges 
and upon whom it has placed restrictions from 
being overwhelmed by an army of ill-trained 
and irresponsible interlopers who can be held 
to no standards.” The point is well made. 
The public must protect not only its doctors, 
but itself from the poorly trained physician, 


LABOR MOVIES. 


The International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers has disclosed plans looking toward the 
creation of a nation-wide chain of 1,500 motion 
picture theaters to be owned and operated by 
organized labor. Briefly stated, the plan con- 
templates utilization of every labor temple, 
meeting hall and lodgeroom of societies that 
are friendly to labor as a motion picture 
theater ‘‘in a small way.” The return will be 
both financial and educational. ‘“‘Eventually,”’ 
the electrical workers believe, “union Sabor 
will form its own companies and produce pic- 
tures as well as exhibit them,” 

Labor temples, lodgerooms and meeting 
halls represent throughout the country a con- 
siderable capital investment that is put to work 
only part of the time. Whenever such places 
are not in use they are consuming capital, and 
any plan to utilize them during a greater por- 
tion of the day has merit. The test will come, 
course, in whether or not the public will 
patronize the shows put on by the electrical 
workers.

These classes are those operating more than 
29,000,000 vehicle miles a year, those operating 
1,000,000 to 5,000,000, and operating 
less than 1,000,000. 
prizes well merited by the 
winning companies, as the statistics of their 
reduction of accidents show. The Louisville 
Railway Co. reduced its collisions with other 
cars from 164 in 1923 to 80 in 1926; with 
pedestrians from 95 to 64 and with vehicles 
Other than motor vehicles from 475 to 248 
in the same period. The winner of the si'ver 
medal, the Ik] Paso Electric Co., decreased its 
accidents from 1,022 in 1923 to 452 in 1926. 
The number of accidents per 1,000,000 car 
miles operated decreased from 317 to 142. The 
number of passengers injured per 10,000,000 
decreased from 64 to 28. The Tidewater 
Power had no fatalities in 1926. It re- 
duced its number of accidents per 100,000 
car miles operated a _ year from 7.54 in 
1923 to 4.55 in 1926. Collisions with mo- 
tor vehicles dropped from 5.53 to 3.98, with 
electric railway cars from .23 to .11, with 
other vehicles from .33 to .11, and with pedes- 
trians from .45 to .34 in the same period. 

The winner of the certificate of honorable 
mention, the Pittsburgh Railways Co., reduced 
its number of accidents per 10,000,000 car 
miles operated from 4,357 in 1923 to 3,377 in 
1926. Collisions with pedestrians were re- 
duced from 148 to 66; and the total number 
of accidents was reduced from 17,261 to 15,- 
624, despite an increase of nearly 1,750,000 
car miles operated. These four companies 
certainly deserve pubbic congratulation for 
their aid toward preserving human life, 
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The death of J. Harry Shannon, ‘The 
Rambler,” is widely lamented.

I object to and can not approve that 
part of this legislation with reference 
to wartime prohibition. It has to do 
with the enforcement of an act which 
was passed by reason of the emergen- 
cles of the war and whose objects have 
been satisfied in the demobilization of 
the Army and Navy, and whose repeal 
I have already sought at the hands of 
Congress. Where the purposes of par- 
ticular legislation arising out of war 
emergency have been satisfied, sound 
public policy makes clear the reason 
and necessity for repeal. 

It will not be difficult for Congress 
in considering this important matter 
to separate these two questions and 
effectively to legislate regarding them, 
making the proper distinction between 
temporary causes which arose out of 
wartime emergencies and those like the 
constitutional amendment of prohibi- 
tion which is now part of the funda- 
mental law of the country. In a!l mat- 
ters having to do with the personal 
habits and customs of large numbers of 
our people we must be certain that the 
established processes of legal change 
are followed.

. Richmond, Va., Feb. 14.—After pro- 
donged debate, the budget bill, appro- 
‘priating $38,119,402 for the next two 
gears beginning March 1, was passed 
by the house of delegates this after- 
Moon. One item of $30,000 was added

by the delegates. f 


« As the bill stands, there was a work- 
dng balance of only $182,000, and $90.- 
P00 of that was voted when the house 
@assed a bill raising the pay of jurors 
from $1.50 to $3 a day. 

« That would leave an estimated bal- 
nce of only 392,000 as of March 1, 
21930, if the senate concurs in the raise 
and does not touch the budget. Then, 
in addition, a senate committee report- 
ed out the carillon bill, which would 
establish a World War memorial tower 
in Richmond, and that bill carries an 
appropriation of -$100,000, 

In case the carillon bill passes there 
Will be a deficit of $8,000, according to 
estimates, and Gov. Byrd has announced 
he will sign no bill that is likely to 
create a deficit. 

The bill, which, according to its 
author, Delegate J. Sinclair Brown, is 
the best balanced budget ever pre- 
sented in Virginia, withstood impas- 
sioned attacks in favor of the “thin 
gray line of Confederate veterans,” but 
@® proposal to increase pensions for 
them and their widows was voted down 
Only after prolonged debate. 


Amendments Voted Down. 


Delegate Lindsay Gordon declared 
“war is worse than useless, and a brave 
man. won't fight,” and offered an 
amendment to strike from the budget 
an item of more than $100,000 for the 
upkeep of the National Guard. 

Several similar amendments were 
voted down. The Price amendment, 
which adds $15,000 annually for ‘in- 
dustrial and vocational rehabilitation, 
was accepted, over the protest of Mr. 
Brown, who declared the budget al- 
ready as heavy as practicable. 

The bill carried $1,000,000 for the 
purchase of land for the Shenandoah 
National Park and provided for the tax 
cut in 1929, which will amount to more 
than $1,250,000. 

It also includes items providing for 
the building of school plants. 

Other matters disposed of during the 
day include: 

Nomination of former Senator Julian 
Gunn over Willis G. Pulliam to be 
judge of the Circuit Court of Rich- 
mond, in place of the late Judge R 
Carter Scott. The former senator de- 
feated the Bar Association candidate, 
77 to 54.

Refusal of the Senate to concur in 
the Heflin amendment to the tax re- 
duction program, which woulki have ex- 
empted from a repealer of taxes bonds 
of political subdivisions of the State 
which already have been sold. 

Passage by senate of a bill creating 
a commission to study advisability of 
establishing a liberal arts woman’s col- 
lege in Virginia, and another bill 
known as the compromise “curricula- 
chancellor” bill, looking toward a study 
to promote closer cooperation and co- 
ordination of the ten State-supported 
institutions of high learning. 

The greater part of the day was taken 
up with the budget bill, and in order 
to get through with it the house sat in 
session for a total of nearly five hours, 
not counting another hour spent in the 
judgeship caucus. ; 

Delegate Samuel L. Adams, of Hali- 
fax, led in the name of the Confed- 
eracy, the first attack upon the budget 
as passed out by the appropriations 
committee and proposed the giving of 
$166,000 in addition to the $1,000,000 
provided, to the veterans of the Con- 
federacy and their widows. There was 
much debate and parliamentary jock- 
eying, but the amendment finally was 
voted down. 


Gordon Attacks Salaries. 


' Delegate Gordon then launched his 
attack on all salaries in general and 
the State military. Three of his amend- 
ments were voted upon and all lost. 
He then withdrew a number of others 
he had proposed. 

Deleg‘wes J. Vaughn Gary and Charles 
W. Crower, both of Richmond, offered 
amendmeiNs in order that the pay of 
penitentiary guards, might be raised. 
Their proposals, too, were voted down.

Delegate Topping offered an amend- 
ment to strike out two items of $2,500 
each, which were given, respectively, to 
the Cooperative Education Association 
of Virginia and the Parent-Teachers 
Association.

The Richmond judgeship fight was 
unusual because of the blow that 
was dealt the Richmond ‘Bar Associa- 
tion, which had indorsed Mr. Pulliam. 
The Richmond-Henrico delegation stood 
10 to 1 for Pulliam, but the assembly 
disregarded this and voted overwhelm- 
ingly for Senator Gunn, who retired from 
the State Senate last year. The vote 
was 77 to 54, but on motion of Dele- 
gate James H. Price, of Richmond, who 
had nominated Mr.- Pulliam, it Was 
made unanimous for Senator Gunn. 
Only a few bills trickled into the hop- 
pers today.

HALF HOLIDAYS ASKED 
IN BILL BY HUDSPETH 


Third Measure’ of Kind Now 
Before Congress Is Wider 
Than Others. 


With the exception of employes ‘in 
the postal service, all employes of the 
Federal Government would be given a 
half holiday on Saturdays throughout 
the year, under the terms of a Dill 
introduced in the House yesterday by 
Representative Hudspeth (Democrat), 


of Texas. This is the third bill to be 
introduced at this session dealing with 
year-around half holidays for Federal 
employes. However, it is broader, and 
affects more employes than either of 
the other two. 

Senator Jones (Republican), of Wash- 
ington, recently introduced a bill pro- 
viding half holidays for all Govern- 
ment laborers, helpers, skilled and semi- 
skilled workmen and mechanics, ex- 
clusive of those in the Government 
printing office and in the Postoffice 
Department. 

Senator Shipstead (Farmer-Labor), 
of Minnesota, early in the session in- 
troduced a bill to provide Saturday 
half-holidays the year-around only for 
employes of the Government printing 
office. All the bills have been referred 
to the Senate and House civil service 
committees.

AT SYMPHONY GONCER 
Leads Philadelphia Orchestra 


to New Triumphs as 
Guest Conductor. 


HOROWITZ MAKES A HIT 


Pierre Monteux, noted French con- 
ductor, and Vladimir Horowitz, Rus- 
sian pianist, were the costarts of the 
Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra con- 
cert at the new Auditorium yesterday 
afternoon. The concert was under the 
local management of T. Arthur Smith. 

M. Monteux, who appeared as guest 
conductor of the Philadelphia aggre- 
gation of master musicians, was in ex- 
cellent form. He led with Gallic in- 
tensity and yet: with a fine restraint 
which produced delicate and lovely ef- 
fects from the orchestra. He was most 
artistic and graceful in his methods and 
like most leading modern conductors 
did not use a score. 

The symphony was that greatest of 
French symphonies — Cesar Franck’s 
“Symphony in D Minor,” a great tone 
poem of the soul. Monteux interpreted 
it with due emphasis on the many 
beauties of score, and made each move- 
ment with its contrasting themes stand 
out as an individual lovely composi- 
tion and yet tied the three movements 
into one perfect whole, a feat in itself. 
The conductor kept close to the spirit 
of Franck in his reading and the or- 
chestra responded with admirable uni- 
formity of performance to his direction. 

Altogether it was a splendid piece of 
orchestral virtuosity, one which did 
credit to the high reputation of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra in that field, 
and to M. Monteux’s wide fame as a 
conductor. 

Poet and °*.aster of the piano, Vladl- 
mir Horowitz, 23-year-old Russian 
pianist who took Washington by storm 
when he played here earlier in the 
season, once more charmed an audience 
which would not be satisfied until he 
had taken four curtain calls at the 
conclusion of Rachmaninoff’s ‘“Con- 
certo No. 3, in D Minor for Piano and 


| Orchestra” in which he was soloist. 


This most Russian of Russian con- 
certos by Rachmaninoff met with a 
full delineation by his young country- 
man. Gifted with a sense of technic 
far above the ordinary, a singing tone 
which made the piano like a great harp 
caroling above the orchestral voices 
and a master in phrasing, M. Horowitz 
played the piano part of the concerto 
with rare ability and understanding. 

There was no doubt of his perfect 
rhythmic sense, good tone and tech- 
“nical facility. His velvet tipped fingers 
made of the piano a singing voice, his 
scales and runs were of incredible 
smoothness and clarity and his trills 
were bright and exquisitely modulated. 

The program was concluded by the 
lively measures of “Dances from Prince 
Igor” by Borodin, in which the orches- 
tra again scored under the leadership 
of its brilliant guest conductor, whom

Stressing the need of speedy action 
Jooking to the establishment of a sani- 
tary commission in Arlington County 
similar to that of the present Mary- 
land Sanitary Commission, Henry C. 
Morris, at a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Arlington County 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, de- 
clared that the bill about to be intro- 
duced by Delegate Hugh Reid regarding 
the physical development of Arlington 
County is not comprehensive enough. 

Mr. Morris read a letter which he has 
sent to Senator Frank L. Ball, in whcih 
he states the desirability of consider- 
ing the setting up of a sanitary com- 
mission in Arlington County similar 
to the Maryland Commission for the 
purpose of insuring the definite, com- 
prehensive and uniform development 


of the principal physical improvements 
in future Arlington County subdivi- 
sions involving the questions of water 
and sewers and the practicability of 
street grades. 

Following a study of the questions 
raised by Mr. Morris the committee 
arranged for a conference with mem- 
bers of the Washington Suburban Sanit- 
tary Commission, that they might find 
out what has been done in Maryland 
through the sanitary commission. Aft- 
er this conference the committee will 
send Ashton C. Jones, C. W. Pitch, Wal- 
ter U. Varney, Guy Church, William P. 
Ames, H. C. Morris and Milford Witts 
to Richmond for a special conference 
- with State Senator Frank L. Ball and 
Delegate Hugh Reid. 

Assurance was given by B. M. Hed- 
rick, member of the Board of Super- 
visors from Arlington District, that the 
present rate of $27 a year for water 
would stand, despite the statements 
by Asa E. Phillips, water engineer, that 
the rate would be increased if schools 
were furnished water free. 

Mr. Hedrick said that the Board of 
Supervisors are holding a special meet- 
ing Friday morning, when all matters 
pertaining to water will be settled. 


According to a report by Maj. L. P. 
Daniels, chairman of a special commit- 
tee to investigate the right of the town 
ccuncil of Falls Church to collect a 
fee of $50 for each bus operating within 
the town limits, the town council is 
without power to collect such a fee 
in that the busses use the State main- 
tained Lee Highway and not town main- 
tained streets.

The other singer, who 
will be heard from some day, is Miss 
Mary Louise Graham. Col. Heller, after 
his campaigning in the Philippines, 
was one of the first to call attention 
to the singing ability of George O’Con- 
nor, the entertainer of presidents. So 
he knows theatrical talent.

Radio Bndge 


Mr. Work and Mr. Whitehead met 
formidable adversaries in the Radio 
Game broadcast last night from Sta- 


tion WRC. They were R. R. Richards, 
of Detroit. a member of the winning 
team cf four in the first championship 
tournament held .n Chicago in Decem- 
ber oy the American Auction Bridge 
League. of which he is the founder and 
first president, and E. J. Tobin, of Chi- 
cago, secretary and treasurer of the 
leagu2. and prominent for many years 
as a teacher, writer and player. 

These were the cards: Mr. Richards, 
Dealer, South: Spades, K, Q. J, 10, 9, 6, 
2; Hearts, none; Diamonds, A, 10, 7, 3; 
Clubs, 8, 2. 

Mr. Whitehead, West: Spades, A, 8, 
7, 5; Hearts, A, wv, 8, 7; Diamonds, 8; 
Clubs, K, Q, 10, J. 

Mr. Tobin, North: Spades, 4, 3; 
Hearts, K, 10, v. 4, 3; Diamonds, K, Q, 
J; Clubs, J, 4 3.

Mr. Richards, with seven Spades, in- 
cluding four honors. and no hearts, bid 
three Spades at once, to shut out 
Hearts if possible, and to show a game- 
going hand with but average support 
from partner. This hand is a practical 
illustration of the type of hand with 
which preemeption is advisable, as Mr. 
Richards was sure, from his own hold- 
ing, that his h'i could not possibly 
keep ‘)is partner from making a better 
bid fo the combined hands. 


West Forced to Pass. 


Mr. Whitehead, West, was forced to 
pass, as Mr. Richards’ bid effectually 
shut him out from a bid or a double. 


Mr. Tobin and Mr. Work also passed; 
therefore Mr. Richards became Declarer 
with his contract three Spades. 

Mr. Whitehead made the conventional 
opening lead of the King of Clubs. 
When one holds length in trumps, a 
long suit should be opened. As between 
‘two suits of equal length, an opening 
lead from a King-Queen suit is prefer- 
able to one from a suit headed by Ace- 
Jack, especially if the King-Queen is 
supported by the 10; and the King is 
the correct card to lead in such case. 

Mr. Tobin spread his hand for Dum- 
my, and Declarer played from it the 3 
of Clubs. Mr. Work, East, played the 
encouraging 7, to show the Ace; De- 
clarer played the 2. 

Mr. Whitehead, counting two Club 
tricks and the Ace of Hearts and Ace 
of trumps, figured that game was saved. 
Therefore, despite his partner’s encour- 
aging Club, he switched to his single- 
ton 8 of Diamonds in the hope of mak- 
ing a small trump by ruffing, thereby 
setting the contract. Mr. Whitehead 
anticipated a trump lead should the 
Declarer win the Diamond trick. As 
Mr. Whitehead himself held the Ace of 
trumps, he planned to play it at once; 


then, by putting his partner in with, 


the Ace of Clubs, he counted on his 
partner’s return®of a Diamond for the 
contemplated ruff. 


Declarer Plays From Dummy. 


Following Mr. Whitehead’s lead of the 
8 of Diamonds, Declarer played the 
Jack of Diamonds from Dummy; Mr. 
Work played the 2; and Declarer the 3. 

Mr. Richards correctly interpreted 
Mr. Whitehead’s play. Obviously it 
was made with the expectation of a 
Diamond ruff, as there was no other 
apparent reason for discontinuing 
Clubs. Therefore, Mr. Richards could 
see that Mr. Whitehead held the Ace 
of Spades and at least one other 
trump, since otherwise he would have 
realized the futility of planning a ruff. 


could see that his only hope for game 
wes to find the Ace of Hearts also in 
Mr. Whitehead’s hand. In this event 
Mr. Richards, by lead Ne Ace of 


Hearts, only the Ace could take the 
trick, and if this were held by Mr. 
Whitehead, West, Mr. Richards could 
prevent Mr. Whitehead’s attempted 
coup, 


King of Hearts Led. 


Mr. Richards, therefore, at trick 
three led the King of Hearts from 
Dummy. Mr. Work played the 2; De- 
clarer discarded the 8 of Clubs; Mr. 
Whitehead won the trick with the Ace 
of Hearts. 

Mr. Whitehead led the 9 of Clubs; 
Dummy played the 4; Mr. Work the 
Ace, and Declarer trumped with the 2 
of Spades. 

Mr. Richards led the King of Spades; 
Mr. Whitehead played tie 5; Dummy 
the 3; Mr. Work discarded the 6 of 
Hearts. 

Mr. Richards continued with the 
Queen of Spades; Mr. Whitehead went 
in with his Ace; Dummy played the 4 
of Spades, and Mr. Work discarded the 
9 of Hearts. 

Mr. Whitehead then led the Queen of 
Clubs; Dummy played the Jack; Mr. 
Work the 5, and Jeclarer trumped with 
the 6 of Spades. 

Declarer continued Spades by leading 
the Jack Mr. Whitehead played the 7; 
Dummy discarded the 3 of Hearts and 
Mr. Work the 6 of Clubs. Declarer led 
the 10 of Spades; Mr. Whitehead played 
his last Spade, the 8; Dummy discarded 
the 4 of Hearts and Mr. Work the 
Queen of Hearts. 


7 of Diamonds Led. 


Mr. Richards then led the 7 of Dia- 
monds; Mr. Whitehead discarded the 7 
of Hearts; Dummy played the Queen of 
Diamonds, and Mr. Work the 4. Dummy 
returned the King of Diamonds; Mr. 
Work played the 5; Declarer overtook 
with the Ace of Diamonds, and Mr. 
Whitehead discarded the 8 of Hearts. 
Mr. Richards continued with the 10: of 
Diamonds; Mr. Whitehead discarded 
the 10-of Clubs: Dummy discarded the 
5 of Hearts, and Mr. Work ' followed 
suit with the 6 of Diamonds. Mr. 
Richard’s remaining trump, the 9 of 
Spades, of course was good for the last 
trick, giving Declarer-four tricks, game 
in Spades; with a score of 36 for trick 
points, and 80 for four honors in one 
hand. 

Mr. Richards played a winning game 
from the beginning, when he made his 
preemptive Spade bid, which put Mr. 
Whitehead in a most trying position. 
Mr. Whitehead’s hand was so strong 
that he hated to pass, but a double— 
regardless of whether he and his part- 
ner were using a double of three es a 
business or an informatory double— 
would have resulted disastrously. A 
questionable business double, when it 
is not free (that is, when it may give 
the*opponents a game they might not 
make without the double) never is ad- 
visable; in this case it would materially 
augmented the adverse score. 

n informatory double answered with 
Hearts by East, Mr. Whitehead’s part- 
ner, would have been doubled by North 
and have proven sadly expensive. Mr. 
Whitehead’s ability to resist the temp- 
tation either to double or to bid was 
of great value to his partnership. 

Mr. Richard’s defense to Mr. White- 
head’s lead of the singleton Diamond 
was, aS Mr. Whitehead himself said, 
both surprising and ingenious; the fact 
that it would have lost had East held 
the Ace of Hearts in no way depreciates 
the credit due Mr. Richards for the 
clear thinking that prompted it as the 
one possible chance for getting himself 
out of a tight situation.

Canada Still Holds Washing- 
ton Playwright Pending In- 
structions From Carter. 


HUSBAND STAYS IN HOTEL 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 14 (A.P.).— 
Pending further instructions from 
Deputy Attorney General W. D. Carter, 
at Victoria, provincial police continued 
today to hold William Preston Gibson, 
Washington playwright, who was ar- 
rested here yesterday while en route 
from Shanghai to Boston. 

Dispatches from Shanghai Saturday 
said Gibson was accused there of bav- 
ing defrauded Shanghai merchants out 
of $7,000 by issuing worthless checks. 
United States authorities requested 
Gibson’s detention of his arrival here, 
and Col, J. H. McMullin, superinten- 
dent of the provincial police, said the 
British consul general: in Shanghal 
cabled the attorney general for British 
Columbia to have Gibson returned to 
Shanghal. 

“The whole affair is ridiculous,” Mrs. 
Gibson said before leaving for Boston. 
“The charges against my husband are 
absolutely false. Beyond that I can 
say nothing. You will have to see my 
husband.” 

Guarded by a constable, Gibson was 
permitted to remain at a hotel. 

R. L. Maitland has been retained as 
defense attorney but could not say, 
until he had more information of the 
charges, what steps he will take to ef- 
fect his client’s release, 

Officials here have received no details 
of the charges, 

Any legal steps which may be taken 
to effect the release of Gibson depend 
to a great extent on the place where 
the alleged offense occurred. If it were 
in the British concession of Shanghai 
the authorities here are entitled to 
make an arrest under the fugitive of- 
fenders act; but if on the other hand 
a charge had been laid in a foreign 
concession, such as the American set- 
tlement, it is very doubtful whether 
the courts would sustain the deten- 
tion, officers indicated. 


DISTRIBUTION TOPIC 
OF WHOLESALE MEN 


National Conference Listens 
to Addresses by Experts 
on Problems. 


Functions performed by wholesalers 
are indispensable adjuncts of trade, 
and the real problem facing the Na- 
tional Wholesale Conference is not 
whether the wholesaler is necessary or 
unnecessary, but what functions in dis- 
tribution are necessary, O. H. Cheney, 
vice president of the American Ex- 
change Irving Trust Co., of New York, 
said in his address at the opening sés- 
sion of the conference at the United 
States Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 

Problems of distribution were set 
forth as among the most important in 
the present day business structure by 
Judge Edwin B. Parker, chairman of 
the board of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, who made the ad- 
dress of welcome at the opening of the 
conference. 

Thirty-six of the more important 
trade groups constituting the distribu- 
tion system of American business were 
represented yesterday at the session 
which convened under the auspices of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce to determine the place and 
function of the wholesaler in the 
changing national economy. W. M. G. 
Howse, cherirman of the chamber's com- 
mittee on domestic distribution, pre- 
sided. 


Staryarne Wilson, 65, 
Dies at Spartanburg 


Spartanburg, S. C., Feb. 14 (A.P.).— 
Staryarne Wilson, 65, prominent attor- 
ney of Richmond, Va., and former mem- 
ber of Congress from this State, died 
here today after a protracted illness. 


He came here to visit his brother, Dr. 
Defoix Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson was a native of York 
County and was admitted to the bar 
iu, 1880 under a special act of the legis- 
lature, he being a minor. Four years 
later he was elected to the State Legis- 
lature and in 1892 to the State Senate 
from York County. He was a member 
of the State Constitutional Convention 
in 1895 and served as a member of 
Congress from 1895 to 1901. 

He moved to Richmond in 1913 where 
he practiced law until a few weeks 
ago.

State Transit Commission 
Declares Increase to 
7 Cents Illegal. 


DEMANDS LAW BE UPHELD 


New York, Feb. 14 (A.P.).—-The long 
threatened legal war over the _nickel 
of millions of patrons of the New York 
transit system broke today, and the 
city came off victor in the first skirmish. 

Five separate actions, four of them 


instituted in the courts, were started 
between Mayor Walker's administration, 
champions of the 5-cent fare, and the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co., seeking 
to collect 7 cents for each ride on its 
115 miles of tracks in four of the five 
boroughs of the city. 

Out of the tangle the city emerged 
with three injunction orders restraining, 
at least for a time, the abolition of the 
Interborough’s 5-cent turnstiles in the 
subway catacombs and network of ele- 
vated lines. All the injunctions were 
obtained from Supreme Court Justice 
Glennon a few hours after the Inter- 
borough Co. had asked the Federal 
Court in a sult against the city for per- 
mission to raise the fare. 

The New York State Transit Com- 
mission, at a special meeting, rejected 
as unlawful the Interborough’s applica- 
tion to raise the fare and ordered coun- 
sel to bring court action to have “such 
threatened violation of the law stopped 
and prevented either by mandamus or 
injunction.” 

The battle affects the entire Inter- 
borough system, a company with a book 
value of $337,000,000, and a carrier of 
1,174,000,000 passengers last year, and 
brings nearer a climax the war which 
has smoldered for years.

LIMITED TO PIKE, CARP 


Sudbohmen, Czechoslovakia, Feb. 14 
(A.P.).—Most fishermen pay gladly in 
license fees and cost of equipment for 
the pleasure of angling. But on Lake 
Rozmberk, greatest and most fruitful 
fishing center in central Europé, the 
government hires a number of fisher- 


men and pays them well. 

They pass busy and profitable days 
doing nothing but fishing. There are 
no regulations against using nets, no 
red tape, no annoying game werdens, 
no licenses. All they have to do'ls fish 
—and get paid-for it. There is only 
one snarl in the tackle. They are re- 
stricted to pike, carp and such species 
that destroy the game fish. 

This is the reason why the annual 
fishing week which has just been cele- 
brated here is such a success. Thou- 
sands of fishermen flocked from all 
parts of Europe, knowing that plenty 
of sport awaited them every time they 
dropped in their lines. 

Fishing week is made an important 
social event. Ambassadors of the great 
powers to Prague, government Officials, 
consuls, journalists and others all go 
fishing. 

More than 100,000 pounds of fish 
have been caught in Lake Rozmberk in 
the last three years. The trout and 
the salmon saved from the greedy jaws 
of carp and pike by the efforts of the 
paid fishermen are particularly plenti- 
ful,

We shall not repeat our recipes for 
escalloped potatoes, the soup or the pie 
today, but ask that if any one wishes 
these particular formulas they write to 
us, inclosing a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. The recipe for chicken re- 
quires a thin slice of lean, cold, boiled 
ham. It may be had from the corner 
store for a not too @élaborate expendi- 
ture. 

Chicken Surprise 


1', cupfuls of cold diced chicken. 

1 small slice cold boiled ham, coarsely 
ground, 

Few mushrooms cut in pieces. 

Make a sauce of three tablespoonfuls 
of butter melted and blended with a 
like amount (three tablespoonfuls) of 
flour. Add chicken stock which has 
been cooked down to a rich consist- 
ency, in quantity two-thirds of a cup- 
ful. Season with salt and pepper to 
taste, add a dash of cayenne and lastly 
add two slightly beaten eggs. Cook for 
about five minutes just below the boil- 
ing point. Do not allow to boil. Add 
the chicken, ham and mushrooms and 
spread the mixture out over a buttered 
plat*e: to cool. The next operation is 
to shape egg-size quantities into little 
cylinders, and then wrap thinly sliced 
strips of raw bacon around these cylin- 
ders, securing the bacon in place with 
a toothpick. Dip these wrapped cylin- 
ders in batter (recipe below) and fry 
thy in deep, piping hot fat until they 
turn a golden brown. Drain them on 
brown paper, arrange on a heated plat- 
ter (first removing the toothpick) gar- 
nish with parsley and surround with a 
well-seasoned sauce, either tomato or, 
preferably, mushroom. Delicious, and 
sufficiently beyond the usual “deli- 
cious” to require such comment. 

Batter 

Sift a cupful of flour with a generous 
pinch of salt and a teaspoonful and a 
half of baking powder. Add _ three- 
fourths of a cupful of milk and one 
egg, beaten well.

THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST 
STILL HOLDS. 


R. WOODS says that Darwin and 
D Wallace were gloomy over the 

prospects of our civilization. 
Since there is such a low birth rate 
among superior people and such a high 
one among inferior people, these emi- 
nent scientists could not see how s0- 
ciety would ever be able to conquer 
its foes. 

Since their day many thinking peo- 
ple have held about the following view: 
“Modern medicines keeps alive the de- 
fective, the sciences of optics and me- 
chanics support the weak eye and the 
awkward hand, and the people with 
better brains do not reproduce their 
share of the next generations. There- 
fore, the scores of the inferior and the 
incompetent are bound to influence 
society to its detriment, or even ruin. 

With this opinion Dr. Woods does 
not ~agree and he has been studying 
what has happened to racial stocks for 
a long time. Somehow, society is man- 
aging to hold its own pretty well, There 
must be a reason. Dr. Woods has found 
what he regards as a part of the rea- 
son, 


For all we talk about all men being 
equal, our society is pretty well strati- 
fied; at least from the racial standpoint. 
The members of each layer marry 
among themselves and the inferior 
among themselves. The two layers are 
a long way apart, racially. Marriage 
between them is infrequent and the 
children of such marriages are few. 

The birth rate in the bottomest lev- 
els is very high, but so is the death rate.

This svudy showed that, on the aver- 
ag?, the men who had succeeded best 
were those who had large families. The 
men who had had three or four chil- 
dren had achieved the largest success on 
the average. At least the proportion able 
to pass the test applied was larger than 
ir any other group. 

Next came those who had had one or 
two children; then those who had none 
and, finally, at the tail end of the pro- 
cession came those who had never mar- 
ried. In other words, Dr. Woods finds 
that in the upper strata, there is a 
tendency toward perpetuation. Since the 
members of this group have low death 
rates, since they maintain their own ef- 
ficiency, and since they are of superior 
capacity, they are able to antedate what 
is happening among the feebleminded, 
the criminals and the incompetents.

Junior Series Backed by Majors 


HICAGO, Ill., Feb. 14 (A, P.).—Sup- 
port of the American Legion’s na- 
tion wide junior baseball program 

by the major leagues was assured today 


when the advisory council guaranteed 
$50,000 toward its development. 


The program of the legion will bring 
100,000 boys into baseball competition 
each year, culminating in a little 
world’s series between representatives 
of the East and West. 


The plan as presented to Commis- 
sioner K. M. Landis, President John A. 
Heydler, of the National League, and 
President E. S. Barnard, of the Ameri-#* 
can League, by Dan Sowers, nationaf 
director of the Americanism movement 
of the legion, is comprehensive. It calls 
for the division of each State into sec- 
tions, the several winners playing off 
for State championship. The State 
champions will clash in regional tour- 
naments late in July. Then the re- 
gional title holders will meet to decide 
the two teams to compete in the finals. 

“It will arouse a greater interest in 
the national game among thousands of 
boys throughout the country,” said 
Judge Landis. “I feel that we have 
taken part in a great work today to 
establish the permanent and healthy 
growth of’ baseball.” 

“This is the mc3t comprehensive and 
creditable thing the majors have ever 
done for the boys and the perpetua- 


ler. “It will automatically result in 
thousands of playing grounds being re- 
served throughout the Nation under the 
supervision of a well governed and 
patriotic body.” 

“In voting unanimously to stand be- 
hind the American Legion in its cam- 
paign to foster a greater interest in 
baseball and Americanism in general 
among the boys of the Nation, I be- 
lieve the major leagues have taken a 
step that will mect with the indorse- 
ment of the public,” commented Presi- 
dent Barnard. 

Two years ago the legion sought 10 
develop its junior baseball program into 
a national event, but last year was 
forced to abandon it when the national 
convention was held in Paris. °

Jaffee, by covering the longer 
distance in 18 minutes 36 5-10 sec- 
onds, was leading the fleld and was 
considered an almost certain win- 
ner when the race was called off 
by an official of the International 
Skating Federation. 


Kirby and P. J. Mulqueen, Canadian 
representative, immediately protested. 
Kirby pointed out that Eddie Murphy, 
of Chicago, had been forced to com- 
plete in the 500 meters event yester- 
day in a blinding snowstorm. Both 
Kirby and Mulqueen were agreeable to 
& postponement but vigorously com- 
plained against cancellation. 

Failing to obtain a reconsideration 
from the federation official, Kirby took 
his case to the international commit- 
tee. 

“We don’t want to raise a row,” said 
Kirby. “We prefer to win the races on 
the ice, not in committees, but. this 
action does not seem fair to us.” 

After due consideration, the execu- 
tive commission approved a proposal, 
advanced by the Marquis de Polignac, 
of France, that Jaffee be recognized as 
champion in the event, but that an- 
other competition should be held be- 
fore the close of the winter sports 
program. 


Jaffee, competing «nthe first 
heat, was fayored by the fact that 
he drew as a competitor the crack 
Norwegian hsernt Evensen. The 
Norwegian extended Jaffee to the 
limit and finished only one-tenth 
of a second behind the flying 
American, who broke the tape in 
front by virtue of a sensational 
last minute spurt,

Both Backing Coolidge. 


Both Mr. Hoover and Senator Willis, 
it Is pointed out, are running on the 
“Coolidge policies.” Therefore, the set- 
to before the commerce committee may 
easily serve to accentuate the fact that 
this is one of the policies that Senator 
Willis does not indorse. 

Another one is that which Senator 
Willis calls internationalism. The Ohio 
senator has already indicated that he 
is to rake up Mr. Hoover's support 
originally, of the League of Nations, 
and more recently his support of the 
World Court resolution.

CHARGES DISMISSED |E 


Last of Seven, Indicted With 
De La Huerta, Is 
Cleared. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Feb. 14 (A.P.).— 
Charges of conspiring to violate the 
United States neutrality laws against 
J. Ross Boles, of El Paso, Tex., were 
Cismissed by Federal Judge E. J. Hen- 
ning today. 

The court’s action cleared the last 
of seven men, headed by Adolfo de la 
Huerta, who were indicted July 30 on 
accusations of fomenting a plot for a 


Yaqui Indian rebellion in Sonora, 
Mexico, 

De la Huerta, former provisional 
president of Mexico, and four associ- 
ates, were acquitted by a jury in Fed- 
eral court yesterday and prosecutors 
took the view that this decision made 
it evident the case against Boles should 
not be pressed. The other man in the 
group, Frank N. Thayer, a munitions 
expert, was freed on motion of the 
prosecution, who declared him innocent 
at the time the De la Huerta trial 
started. Boles had been granted a sep- 
arate trial.

Urging favorable action on his bill, 
Representative Treadway (Republican), 
Massachusetts, declared that there were 
too many ramshackle automobiles ramb- 
ling around Washington, their owners 
unable to pay damages in case of an 
accident. 

Representative Hammer (Democrat), 
of North Carolina, said that he felt the 
rates in the Treadway bill were too 
high. Treadway pointed out that the 
cost to each car owner would be $25 
@ year, and he felt that any man who 
could afford an automobile could afford 
that amount of premium. 


Opposed by Dealers. 


Treadway said that his bill was 
modeled after the automobile liability 
insurance law in Massachusetts, and 
he read a letter from the Massachu- 
setts register of motor vehicles saying 
that the law there had gone far in re- 
ducing accidents. 

Opponents of the bill will be heara 
tomorrow morning at 10:30 o’clock in 
the House caucus room. It is said that 
Many automobile dealers are opposed 
to the bill, because it would hurt the 
sale of automobiles.

The District commissioners yesterday 
received a wytten general approval o7 
the plan of Municipal Architect A. ':. 
Harris for a group of municipal build- 


ings adjacent to Judiciary square, from 
the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission. Certain detailed sug- 
gestions were included in the letter 
which read in part as follows: 

“The general location seems well re- 
lated to the other elements of the city 
plan. 

“Proposed closing of Four and a Hal! 
street to vehicular traffic between 
Pennsylvania avenue and D street 
would not materially interfere with the 
general system of street circulation. 

“While closing of C street to general 
traffic would cause some inconvenience, 
the comparative ease with which east 
and west traffic could be diverted 
around the grounds makes this objec- 
tion so slight that it would be.much 
more than offset by the quietness ol 
offices and the dignity of architectural 
and landscape effect made possible oy 
the closed court on the axis of Four and 
a Half street. 

“We congratulate the commissioners 
upon the general dignity and appro- 
priateness as well as upon the apparent 
convenience and efiiciency of the group- 
ing of municipal functions as indicated 
in their preliminary studes.” 

Recommendatons are. made that ¢ 
street be kept open for street cars eith- 
er by making allowances for them to 
pass under or around the municipal 
center and that a pavilion or short 
wing be considered for extension to the 
north line of B street to prevent pri- 
vate buildings from being the main fea- 
ture in the vista for persons approach- 
ing the Capitol from the Arlington 
bridge.

The District Commissioners yesterday 
were confronted with a difficulty con- 
nected with permanently locating the 
farmers’ produce market which they 
did not foresee in reporting on the 
subject to Congress.
